TEAM NOTES AGAINST CHIVAS USA 

• Chivas USA has the edge in the all-time, regular-season series between the two 
clubs, with a 7-5-3 record ... the teams have met just once outside of regular-season 
action, playing to a 1-1 draw in the group stage of SuperLiga 2008 

• On the road, the Revs are 1-5-1 against Chivas USA 

• Saturday's match will be the only regular-season meeting between the two teams in 
2013 

• The teams played to a 3-3 draw at Gillette Stadium in the only regular-season meet¬ 
ing in 2012 

• The Revs are winless (0-5-1) in their six five meetings with Chivas USA, dating back 
to September 13, 2009 ... prior to that stretch, the Revs were unbeaten (3-0-1) in 
four matches against the Goats from July 7, 2007 to July 19, 2009 

• The Revs have scored just five goals in their last six meetings against the Goats 
dating back to September 13,2009 ... the Revs were shut out in four straight games 
from September 13, 2009 to April 30, 2011, before the Revs scored a pair of goals in 
the last meeting on August 6, 2011 

• 13 of the Revolution’s 19 goals against Chivas USA have been scored in the second 
half 

PLAYER NOTES AGAINST CHIVAS USA 

• Chad Barrett has scored three goals and recorded one assist in 14 career appear¬ 
ances against Chivas USA... all his points against Chivas USA came while he was 
a member of Toronto FC and the LA Galaxy 

• Saer Sene has scored two goals in his only previous match against Chivas USA...

• Chris Tierney is the only other active player to be involved in a scoring situation 
against Chivas USA... Tierney earned an assist on a Kheli Dube goal in 2009 

• Matt Reis is 5-5-3 with a 1.31 goals against average in 13 career appearances 
against Chivas USA 

• Bobby Shuttleworth is 0-1-0 in one appearance against the Goats, surrendering 
three goals in the loss at The Home Depot Center on April 30, 2011

TEAM NOTES 


LAST TRIP OUT WEST 

The Revs take on Chivas USA on Saturday in the only meeting between the two teams this 
season ... Saturday also marks the last trip to the west coast for the Revs this season ... the 
Revs have posted a 0-1-2 record in three games at Seattle, Portland and Vancouver... the 
Revs played to a 3-3 draw against Chivas USA last year at Gillette Stadium and saw a three- 
goal lead disappear as former Revs’ captain Shalrie Joseph scored twice to spark the Chivas 
comeback ... Juan Agudelo added an assist on the game-tying goal as well for Chivas. 

OPEN CUP ENDS FOR REVS 

The Revs fell to D.C. United Wednesday night in the quarterfinals of the U.S. Open Cup, 
seeing its tournament run come to an end ... United a took a late first-half lead on a Chris 
Pontius goal before Juan Toja equalized in the second hal with a perfect left-footed free kick 
that bounced off the bottom of the cross bar, off United Keeper Joe Willis and in ... Dwayne 
De Rosario scored the game-winning goal in the 69th minute before Lionard Pajoy sealed the 
deal with a penalty kick in the 87th ... D.C. United moves on to take on the Chicago Fire in the 
seimfinals. 

BACK IN ACTION 

Coming of its third and final bye week, the Revs take on Chivas USA in the only meeting be¬ 
tween the two clubs this season ... the Revs returned to action on Wednesday with a 3-1 loss 
at D.C. United in the quarterfinals of the U.S. Open Cup ... in two previous games following a 
bye this season, the Revs have posted a 1-0-1 record and have not conceded a goal... The 
Revs opened the season with a bye before beating the Chicago Fire (March 9) 1-0 on the road 
... following the club's second bye in Week 6, the team went to Seattle (April 13) and earned a 
point on the road in a 0-0 draw. 

ANOTHER SHIFT ON DEFENSE 

Head coach Jay Heaps will be forced to change his back line yet again when his team takes 
on Chivas USA on Saturday ... Andrew Farrell - suspended for one game following his 
red card at Vancouver (June 15) - will not be available at the right back position ... Darrius 
Barnes has made two starts at outside back this season is a candidate to replace Farrell in the 
starting role ... the Revs have used eight different starters in the back through 15 games this 
season, all while maintaining MLS’ top defense. 

BUSY BYE WEEK... 

The Revs benefited from their third and final bye weekend of the season last weekend ... the 
Revs already had byes in Week one and Week six ... while the team was quiet on the MLS 
front last week, the team was busy off the field ... on Tuesday, June 18, the team played in 
Soccer Revolution in New Britain, Conn., a benefit event for the Newtown Parent Connection 
in Newton, Conn.... the Revs faced PDL affiliate Real Boston Rams in a 60-minute match at 
6 p.m., followed by a full 90-minute match between the New York Cosmos and the Newtown 
Pride adult team. 

...RECORD AFTER BYE 

Last week marked the club's third and final bye week of the season ... in two previous games 
following a bye this season, the Revs posted a 1-0-1 record and did not conceded a goal... 
the Revs opened the season with a bye in Week 1 before beating the Chicago Fire (March 
9) 1-0 on the road in Week 2 ... following the club’s second bye in Week 6, the team went to 
Seattle (April 13) and earned a point on the road in a 0-0 draw in Week 7. 

SIX REVS UP FOR FAN ALL-STAR GAME VOTING 

Six Revs players are among the eligible to be voted to the Fan XI for the 2013 MLS All-Star 
Game against Italian giants AS Roma on July 31 at Kansas City’s Sporting Park ... the New 
England players eligible for Fan XI voting include Diego Fagundez, Andrew Farrell, Jose 
Goncalves, Lee Nguyen, Kelyn Rowe and Bobby Shuttleworth... fans may vote online at 
mlssoccer.com through 3 p.m. ET on July 7 ... fans can also vote via text message by sending 
a player’s last name to 22442. 

REVS DROP A WILD ONE OUT WEST 

Despite early goals from Juan Agudelo and Kelyn Rowe against Vancouver Whitecaps FC on 
June 15, the Revs fell 4-3 at BC Place and saw its five-game unbeaten streak in league play 
come to an end ... Andrew Farrell was sent off in the 23rd minute for a controversial foul on 
Kenny Miller after the Revs built the 2-0 lead ... the Whitecaps then scored four unanswered 
goals after Farrell was sent off, starting with a Camilo Sanvezzo penalty kick ... Dimitry 
Imbongo drew one back for the Revs in the 84th minute but his team could not come up with 
the equalizer despite late chances from Lee Nguyen (free kick saved off the cross by in the 
90th minute) and Kelyn Rowe (chance that went high of an open goal in the final minute of 
stoppage time). 


WESTERN STRUGGLES CONTINUE 

In Saturday’s match, the Revs traveled to the Los Angeles area to face Chivas USA on Satur¬ 
day in the only meeting between the two clubs this season ... the teams played to a 3-3 draw 
at Gillette Stadium in 2012 after the Revs built a 3-0 lead in the first 21 minutes ... Saturday 
marks the second of three straight games against Western Conference opponents and the 
sixth of nine overall this season ... the Revs have posted just a 1-3-2 record against Western 
Conference teams this season ... most recently, the club lost, 4-3, at Vancouver on June 15 
in a game that saw five goals scored in the first half... the ione win against a however, was a 
memorable one as the Revs dismantled the two-time defending MLS Cup champion LA Galaxy 
5-0 at Gillette Stadium on June 2. 

SHUTOUT STREAK FINALLY SNAPPED 

Despite the fact that Bobby Shuttleworth guessed correctly on Camilo Sanvezzo’s penalty kick 
in the 25th minute against Vancouver on June 15, the shot was just inches past his reach and 
he could not keep his club-record 420-minute shutout streak alive ... Shuttleworth’s 420-minute 
shutout streak was the second-longest such streak in MLS this season behind Sporting KC’s 
Jimmy Nielsen (546)... Shuttleworth had last conceded a goal on May 11 against the New 
York Red Bulls. 

SHUTTLEWORTH STILL ONE OF LEAGUE’S BEST 

Bobby Shuttleworth is still one of the top keepers in MLS despite the team’s last league result 
... Shuttleworth is tied for second in shutouts with seven with Kansas City’s Jimmy Nielsen 
(one behind league leader, Portland's Donovan Ricketts, who has eight), and is tied for fourth 
with a 1.00 goals agianst average ... Shuttleworth has given up just 13 goals in 13 appear¬ 
ances this season - eight of them came in just two games: April 20 at New York in a 4-1 loss 
and June 15 at Vancouver in a 4-3 loss. 

DEFENSE STILL LEAGUE’S BEST 

Entering the week, the Revs’ defense continues to pace the rest of the league ... the Revs are 
first in MLS with an 0.87 goals against average, first in shutouts (nine), first in save percentage 
(77.3) and first in goals allowed (13)... the defense, anchored by MLS All-Star candidates 
Jose Goncalves (center back) and Bobby Shuttleworth (goalkeeper), has been the league’s 
best all season - one year removed from a team GAA of 1.29, which was tied for ninth in MLS. 

SHIFTING DEFENSE YIELDS SIMILAR RESULTS 

The Revs started the season with MLS’ top defense, allowing just two goals through their first 
four games while running out the same starting backline of Kevin Alston (LB), Jose Goncalves 
(CB), A.J. Soares (CB) and Andrew Farrell (RB)... in the next few games, the Revs made 
some defensive changes and dropped as low as fifth in the MLS defensive rankings, but 
despite more changes, the Revs remained at the top of the heap after Week 16... entering 
this week, the Revs are top in team goals against average (0.87) and first in shutouts (9)... 
while leading MLS in team defense through 15 games, the Revs have run out eight different 
defenders - Kevin Alston (4 gms.), Darrius Barnes (2 gms.), Bilal Duckett (1 gm.), Andrew Far¬ 
rell (14 gms.), Jose Goncalves (15 gms.), Stephen McCarthy (10 gms.), A.J. Soares (6 gms.) 
and Chris Tierney (9 gms.) - and two goalkeepers (Bobby Shuttleworth for 13 gms., Matt Reis 
for 2 gms.). 

ROWE BACK IN THE STARTING MIX 

Kelyn Rowe has been the team’s hottest player in the last month, a fact which helped him re¬ 
turn to the starting lineup at Vancouver for the first time since May 11 ... in the team’s last five 
matches overall (three MLS matches, two U.S. Open Cup games), Rowe has scored six goals 
and added three assists ... he has two multiple-goal games (May 28 at Rochester Rhinos and 
June 12 vs. New York Red Bulls, both in USOC action), and one multiple-assist match (June 2 
vs. LA Galaxy). 

AGUDELO FINDING HIS FORM 

Juan Agudelo has made five league appearances - including four starts - for the Revs since 
being acquired from Chivas USA on May 7, and he has made an impact on the Revs in just a 
short time ... the forward scored his third goal as a member of the Revs against Vancouver in 
the team's 4-3 loss on June 15 ... Agudelo now has five goals and one assist on the season 
(two goals, one assist with Chivas USA)... the addition of Agudelo - and a tactical attacking 
adjustment - has paid dividends for the Revs as the team has scored 12 goals in Agudelo’s 
first five games. 

GONCALVES STEPS TO CENTER BACK FOREFRONT 

The Revs’ defense has been rock solid since newcomer Jose Goncalves arrived via Sion SC 
this off-season ... the 27-year-old Portuguese center back has backed MLS’ top defense and 
is the only Revs player to play every minute of every game this season ... Goncalves has 
backed the Revs’ defense that has posted a league-best nine shutouts and allowed a league- 
low 13 goals all while integrating eight different defenders into the four-man lineup through 15 
games. 





NEW ENGLAND REVOLUTION AT CHIVAS USA 


THE YOUNGSTERS ARE TAKING OVER 

The average age of the 14 players used in the team’s 4-3 loss at Vancouver on June 15 was 
24.5 years old ... led by Diego Fagundez (18), Juan Agudelo (20), Andrew Farrell (21), Kelyn 
Rowe (21), the Revs saw 11 of the 14 players on the field were 26 or younger... the three 
oldest players who faced Vancouver were Jose Goncalves, Ryan Guy and Chris Tierney, all 27 
years old. 

ROWING UP THE ASSIST CHARTS 

Kelyn Rowe picked up his fourth and fifth assists of the season against the LA Galaxy on June 
2, and is currently tied for third in MLS in assists with five other players... Rowe, who recorded 
five assists in 30 appearances as a rookie in 2012, now has 10 career assists ... Rowe's two- 
assist performance against LA was also his first-career multiple-assist match ... this season, 
he is tied for seventh in MLS in assists per game (0.36). 

TIERNEY JOINS ELITE GROUP 

Chris Tierney made his 100th career start against Toronto on May 25 ... he is the 12th player 
in New England history to make 100 starts in New England ... all of his 103 starts - and all 
114 of his appearances - have come in New England ... the Wellesley, Mass., native is two 
appearances away from moving into the Revs’ career appearances top-10 chart (Andy Dor¬ 
man is currently 10th with 116), and is now tied for 10th in starts with Jeff Larentowicz at 103. 

TIERNEY ALSO LENDS A GAME-WINNING HAND 

Chris Tierney's assist on Juan Agudelo’s goal at Vancouver on June 15 was the 19th of his 
career... Tierney is tied for eighth on the Revs’ career assist chart (tied with Imad Baba) and 
his assist at Vancouver moved him ahead of current Revs teammate Andy Dorman to the 
eighth-place tie ... nine of his 19 career assists have been game-winning assists, ranking him 
third in Revs history in the category 

REVS’ ROOKIES QUIETLY MAKING THEIR MARK 

Two of the Revs’ rookies are quietly making their mark on the Revs’ season ... defender 
Andrew Farrell-the number one overall pick in the 2013 MLS SuperDraft - has started 14 of 
15 games and helped back the Revs’ number-one ranked team defense ... Scott Caldwell, the 
team’s second-ever Homegrown signing this winter after a four-year career at Akron, has now 
made 10 appearances, including seven starts as the team’s lone defensive central midfielder. 

CALDWELL COMES THROUGH 

Scott Caldwell, the team’s second-ever Homegrown signing, has made a strong impression in 
his rookie season ... the Braintree, Mass., product has made 10 appearances - including seven 
starts - seeing time in the central midfield ... Caldwell, who graduated from Akron in December 
after a stellar four-year career with the Zips, is among three Revs rookies who have seen time 
this year, including defender Andrew Farrell (14GP/14GS at right back) and midfielder Donnie 
Smith (1GP/1GS at left midfield). 

MATT REIS IS MR. CLEAN (SHEET) 

Veteran goalkeeper Matt Reis has posted shutouts in both of his MLS outings in 2013 ... in the 
season opener at Chicago (March 9), Reis made four saves in the shutout... after missing the 
second game of the year against Philadelphia with knee inflammation, Reis made four saves 
against Sporting KC (March 23) for his second shutout in as many tries ... going back to 2012, 
Reis has posted shutouts in four of his last five appearances: Sept. 1,2012 (0-0 vs. Philadel¬ 
phia Union), Sept. 5, 2012 (2-0 vs. Columbus), March 9, 2013 (1-0 at Chicago) and March 23, 
2013 (0-0 vs. Sporting KC)... overall, Reis has 72 career shutouts (63 with the Revs) to rank 
fourth all-time in MLS history. 


“HOMETOWN” FEEL ON THE ROSTER 

Three players on the Revs’ roster are New England natives, giving the team a hometown 
feel... Scott Caldwell (Braintree, Mass.), Diego Fagundez (Leominster, Mass.) and Chris 
Tierney (Wellesley, Mass.) are all Massachusetts products, growing up in the Bay State ... 
both Caldwell and Fagundez played for the Revolution Academy and are Homegrown players 
... Caldwell was the youth teams' first-ever captain and just completed his stellar four-year 
career at Akron. 

EARNING TENURE 

Matt Reis, who is playing in his 11th season with the Revolution, is the club’s longest-tenured 
player ever... the other players who had long careers with the Revs fall short of Reis' current 
tenure: Shalrie Joseph (9.5 seasons - began with Revs in 2003, traded to Chivas USA in 
August 2012) and Jay Heaps (9.5 - traded to Revs in June 2001, retired at the end of 2009) 

... Reis has made 244 appearances, going 87-88-69 and earning 63 shutouts while posting a 
1.33 goals against average. 

KEVIN ALSTON TAKING LEAVE OF ABSENCE 

Revolution defender Kevin Alston has been diagnosed with chronic myelogenous leukemia 
(CML), a rare but treatable form of leukemia ... has taken an indefinite leave of absence 
from the team to undergo treatment... Alston’s medical treatment is not expected to require 
hospitalization and he expects to return to the team in the future ... Alston, 24, started the first 
four games this season at left back before his diagnosis ... he has started all 116 games in 
which he’s played since being drafted 10th overall in the 2009 MLS SuperDraft out of Indiana 
University and ranks ninth on the Revs’ career charts in games played, and eighth in games 
started. 

ALSTON OUT, BUT NOT DOWN 

While Kevin Alston has been away from the team on the field, he hasn't left the team 
entirely ... he continues to come to the team’s training sessions regularly and watch from the 
sidelines, and also continues to make appearances on behalf of the team ... on April 20, he 
traveled to New York to cheer on the Revs, riding down and back with the Revs’ Under-18 and 
Under-16 teams, and later visiting the Revs’ traveling supporters in the parking lots and in the 
stands. 

SUPPORTERS CUP SET FOR JUNE 29 

Members of the Revs’ two official supporters groups - The Midnight Riders and The Rebellion 
- will meet at 7 p.m., at Gillette Stadium on Saturday, June 29 and vie for the Supporters Cup 
... all funds raised through the event will be donated to The One Fund Boston ... the Midnight 
Riders won the first installment of the Supporters Cup last season and are looking forward 
to defending its title ... Gillette Stadium’s Patriot Place gate (located at the north end of the 
stadium under the bridge and lighthouse in the nrg Plaza) will open at 6:30 p.m. for spectators 
... visit one of the two supporters groups’ sites - midnightriders.com or nerebellion.org - to find 
out how to support the event, either in person in the stands or through a straight donation.

The Revs’ standout goalkeeper has been widely considered one of the league’s top ‘keepers 
for much of the last decade ... the 2012 season was his ninth season as the team’s primary 
netminder, but he missed large portions of the 2010 and 2011 seasons while recovering from 
various surgeries (shoulder, knee, ankle) and injuries ... re-signed with the Revolution in the 
2011-12 off-season ... holds every New England career goalkeeping record, including games 
played in goal (244), games started in goal (243), minutes played in goal (21,882), goals 
against average (1.33), wins (87), saves (968), shutouts (63) and save percentage (.722)... 
recorded his 70th career shutout in the 2-0 win against Columbus on September 5, 2012 ... re¬ 
corded his 1,000th career save in a 1-0 shutout in the 2012 home opener against Portland on 
March 24, 2012 and his 100th career win on May 2, 2012 against Colorado ... became the first 
goalkeeper in Revolution history to start 150 matches for the club in the 2009 season opener 
against San Jose, while he became the seventh goalkeeper in MLS history to record 60 career 
shutouts with a 0-0 draw against Colorado on May 7,2011... recorded his 50th shutout as a 
member of the Revolution on Aug. 14, 2010, with a 1-0 victory over Houston ... voted to the
